Waters Landed at Harwich 


HARWICH, England, Nov. 23.—In 
the presence of Sir Eric’Geddes, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, twenty-eight 
more German sbmarines surrendered 
today, This was the most imposing 
flotilla to haul down the German flag 
thus far. It included several very 
large submarines and four of the crul- 
ser type, one being nearly 350 feet in 
length. 

The noted cruiser submarine Deutsch- 
land U-153 was among the number. 
She carried two American officers who 
had been rescued from the American 
army cargo ship Ticonderoga, tor- 
pedoed on September 80 last. The 
officers were taken to Kiel by the 
Deutschland, which was returning 
from a three-months’ cruise in Am- 
erlcan waters, and were landed today 
at Harwich, 

Another surrendered boat waa the 
U-139, which had just returned to a 
German port after a sixty-four days’ 
cruise, commanded by Lieut. Com- 
mander Arnauld de la Perriere, who in 
1916 was awarded the Order Pour le 
Merite for sinking 126 vessels. The 
U-139, however, was brought in by a 
first lieutenant who explained that 
Perrieré was too sad to undertake the 
duty. 

Brass and Copper Removed 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—During the ex- 
amination of the German ships, which 


surrendered on Thursday a etrange 
state of affairs was found to prevail 
on the battleship Kaiser, All the brass 
and copper fittings had been removed. 
Only five German officers remained 
aboard and discipline was at a low 
ebb. Sailors wearing the white arm- 
let of the soldiers’ and sailors’ council 
Were exercising authority among the 
crew. The interior of the vessel, no 
longer kept in a state of strict clean- 
liness, was odorous and stuffy. The 
portraits of the former Emperor in the 
captain's cabin and the wardroom re- 
mained unchanged. 

Saluting had becme a perfunctory 
act among the crew and officers, and 
the crew lounged about in the pres- 
ence of their own officers. There was 
shown, however, an instant readiness 
to comply with the armistice terms, 
and no hesitancy was displayed in 
opeaing everything aboard to the clos- 
est inspection. 

Faultiess on English Ships 

LONDON, Nov. 24,— (Reuter's) — 
The following is the concluding sent- 
ence of the message sent by wireless 
to Germany by Commander Prauz, 
commanding the first flotilla of sub- 
marines surrendered to the British 
navy. The message was picked up by 
British warships:

BELGIAN KING 
WELCOMED IN 


Makes First Speech from 
Throne in Brussels Since 
War Started 


OUTLINES POLICY 


Equal Suffrage Rights for 
All Men of Mature Age 
Promised 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 24.—-King Albert 
having been received enthusiastically 
by the inhabitants of his redeemed 
capital on November 22, made an im- 
portant speech from the throne in 
parliament, his first utterance in the 
capital since almost the beginning of 
the war. Near the throne stood Gen- 
eral Plummer, representing the Brit- 
ish army; General Pershing, of the 
American army, and other generals. 
The chamber was filled with members 
and in the galleries was the diplomatic 
corps. 

One of the most vital points In the 
King’s address dealt with the question 
of suffrage for Belgium, and in this 
connection he eaid: 

“The government proposes to the 
chambers, to lower, by patriotic agree- 
ment, the ancient barriers and to make 
the conservation of the nation a reality 
on the basis of equal suffrage for all 
men of the mature age required for

Tt is pointed out that some of the 
deaths at first attributed to influenta 
were in reality as largely due to other 
ailments. For example, one patient 
was in the last stages of tuberculosis 
and contracted an attack of Influenza 
which undoubtedly hastenod his de- 
mise This case was given by the un- 
dertakers as influensa, while the dvc- 
tor’s certificate to the registrar of 
vital statistica Indicated tub y~ uloais. 
Undoubtedly there are many ‘ther 
similar instances and this explains 
the differences in the figures as to the 
number of deaths, 

It would appear that, even taking 
the doath rate at the lower figure, the 
percentage is large as compared with 
other cities, This is explained 
some exient by the fact that a large 
number of soldiers en route to the 
coast were taken off trains here while 
ill and also to the maly deaths among 
the foreign part of the population, 

In the East, 

Statimics compiled by Dr. MoCul- 
loch, chief officer of health for On- 
tario, indicate that In none of the 
cities in that province wae the death- 
rate from influenza and complications 
as great as in U. 8. centres. Toronto's 
death rate is given as $827 per 100,000. 
Kingston was the hardest hit in On- 
tario, the rate being 644 per 100,000 

Camp Sherman, Ohio, where 38,000 
soldiers were encamped, had the 
heaviest death rate of all, it being 
2,651 to 100,000 of a population,

| Time for Attention. 


Any supposition that the city’s 
financial troubles are all behind it 
is premature. The mayor inform- 
ed the finance committee a few 
days ago that unless taxes are got 
in more rapidly there will be lack 
of .noney with which to pay salar- 


ies. If salaries could not be paid | 


neither could other obligations be 
met; and default in the payment 
of obligations respecting borrow- 
ings would involve the possibility 
of a complete tie-up. This timely 
reminder of the state of affairs 
may serve to inject some much- 
needed interest into the question 
of the election of a mayor and 
council for next year. Our affairs 
will require next year as careful 
and competent handling as they 
have ever required, and the time is 
at hand when those who are to 
| handle them will be selected. Whe- 
ther those selected will administer 
the civic affairs in the interest of 
the city or in the interests of them- 
selves is the issue to decide now.

Ignoring the Public 


President Wilson read the terms 
of the armistice to the United 
States Congress. Premier Clemen- 
ceau announced the signing of the 
armistice in the French Chamber 
of Deputies, as the British Govern- 
ment did in the House of Com- 
mons. The parliaments of these 
three countries have sat almost 
continuously throughout the past 
year. If their Governments do not 
understand what is the tempera- 
ment of the people they represent, 
and what are their ideas as to the 
terms which should be imposed 
upon Germany, it is because the 
popular representatives have fail- 
ed in their duty and have not used 
the opportunity given them. 

The Canadian Parliament pro- 
rogued last May, when there was 
no respect of peace, and will not 
meet again until the peace treaty 
has been signed, The Canadian 
people have not, therefore, and 
will not have, any opportunity to 
put before the Government what 
are the conditions which in pun- 
ishment for its crimes and the in- 
terests of future security they be- 
lieve should be imposed upon Ger- 
many. Their alleged representa- 
tives have been deprived of the 
opportunity to advance either 
their own views or those of their 
constituents as to the ‘terms of 
settlement of this gigantic struggle 
in which Canadian men have died 
by thousands and Canadian money 
has been poured out like water, 

Sir Robert Borden and his col- 
leagues in the cabinet are taking 
upon themselves the responsibility 
of making peace—so far as Canada 
has a yoice in the making of peace 
—without consultation with the 
supposed representatives of the 
people whose interests are at 
stake, The Canadian Parliament, 
at this, the greatest moment in the 
country’s history, has ceased to be 
either a representative body, a con- 
sultative body, or even an advisory 
body for the executive. Its sole 
| function, seemingly, is to meet 
when the British North America 
Act forbids a longer recess and to 
pass bills relegating its duties to 
the cabinet. It is perhaps fitting 
that a Parliament which takes no 
more serious view of its responsi- 
bilities should be treated by the 
Government as of no consequence, 

But the people of Canada surely 
deserve more considerate treat- 
ment at the hands of their hired 
servants. This is not Sir Robert 
Borden's war, nor the Govern 
ment’s war. It is Canada’s war, 
and the people who have given 
their sons and their money to carry 
it to victory are entitled to a voice 
in the fixing of the terms upon 
which it is to be concluded and of 
the conditions under which the 


well-infornted man knows, what is 
the collective judgment of the 
people of Canada as to the terms 
; Which should be imposed upon 
| Germany? And if Canadians have 
been dying in France to preserve 
democratic government in Canada, 
is it keeping faith with them that 
| the Premier of the Dominion ig- 
/nores both people and Parliament 
jand takes upon himself to say 
| what shall be the fruits of their 
sacrifice ? 

The Canadian Parliament should 
have been called together the mo- 
ment Germany asked for an arm- 
istice as preliminary to the con- 
clusion of peace.

And the consensus 
of medical opinion is that the 
mask does prevent the inhalation 
of germs. The modification of the 
order relieves the individual from 
danger of prosecution. It does 
not relieve him from the danger 
of getting the ’flu if he neglects 
to wear the mask while breathing 
infected air, 


The Latest. 

Camrose reports an outbreak of 
what is suspected to be the small- 
pox. Nothing could be gained by 
trying to hide the fact, but neither 
can anything be gained by the 
development of panicky feeling on 
the part of the publie. The Pro- 
vincial health department is a live 
department, and has lately given 
convincing evidence that it will 
deal with the outbreak promptly 
and energeticaly, taking measures 
to prevent the spread of infection. 
The public meantime may draw 
reassurance from the fact that the 
smallpox has visited this district 
before, and has not proven itself 
as deadly as the ’flu. 


They Need Rest. 

The publie will share the feel- 
ing of the school board that the 
teachers are entitled to a chance 
to recover from the strain of the 
campaign against the ’flu before 
resuming their normal and by no 
means easy duties, The teachers 
have done splendid service, and on 
that ground alone would deserve 
consideration, But there are other 


grounds. Many of the teachers 
are worn out with almost  con- 
stant attendance on the sick, 


while some of them are only re- 
covering from an attack of the 
disease. Dozens of schoo! chil- 
dren are also in the convalescent 
stage. For these, without a period 
of rest, to resume their regular 
work and plunge into the effort 
that will no doubt be made to 
‘catch up,’’ would be to invite a 
complete breakdown on the part 
of the teachers and would not be 
to the advantage of the pupils in 
the long run. It is regrettable, of 
course, that the children have lost 
a month and a half of the school 
year. But it is lost, and cannot be 
recovered except in a lengthy 
period of time, The poorest way 
possible to try to make up for the 
lost time would be to call upon the 
worn-out teachers to put on a 
“‘spurt.’’ It is to be hoped the 
board can work out some scheme 
whereby the teachers will be able 
for a time to have an oceasional 
day off, or will be otherwise given 
a chance to recover norma! health

HAVE DECLINED 
TO INTERCEDE 


Recount Deaf Ears That Were 
Turned to French Appeal 
Before 


Paris, Nov. 23—(British Wireless)— 
The National Council of French Wo- 
men has declined to intercede with 
the French government to mitigate 
the terms of the German armistice. In 
reply to a message published in the 
press from German women to Ma- 
dame Jules Sigfried, president of the 
council, the council Friday unaim- 
ously adopted this resolution: 

“We will not intercede with our 
government to mitigate the terms of 
the armistice which are only too jus- 
tified by the manner in which Ger- 
many has waged war. 

“In the course of these tragic years 
German women, believing victory was 
certain, remained silent at the crimes 
of their government, their army and 
their navy. At the congress at The 
Hague, to which we refused to go, 
the president of the National Council 
of German women was invited to pro- 
test against the violation of Belgium 
and against the torpedoing of the Lus- 
itania. She wrote in reply:— 

“We are at one with our people. 
The men who took the responsibility 
for Germany's decisions are as dear 
to us as those who are shedding their | 
blood for us on the battlefield.’ 

“To our indignant protest against 
che deportation of women and young | 
girls and when we showed that his- 
tory might possibly bring a reversal of 
fortune, there was no response.”
